THE RIVER EXCREMENT 

In Mower County, they’re swimming with the feces 



Mower County is reckoning with an E. coli problem. Sure, they need to clean up 
their septic tanks, but who’s going to pay for it? 


L ast year, the Izaak Walton League 
and 40 volunteers tested the Cedar 
River for E. coli, a nasty bacterium 
found in animal waste. 
Volunteers collected just shy of 500 
samples, 70 percent of which had high 
levels of contamination. 

The league then sent seven for DNA 
testing. Five contained swine DNA, and 
six contained cattle DNA. But all seven 
held human DNA. In other words, the river 
was soiled with human poop. 

The league wentto Mower County, asking 
for inspections of old septic tanks. It also 
wants failingtanks in Dobbins Creek, apopu- 
lar recreation area, replaced by year’s end. 

The Minnesota Pollution Control Agency 
estimates there are about 25,000 septic 
tanks posing health risks statewide. That’s 
a major improvement from a decade ago, 
when the figure was twice as high. 

But Mower County only requires resi¬ 
dents to check and upgrade tanks when 


homes are sold or building permits sought, 
and replacements can cost up to $20,000. 
At this rate, it would likely take another 
20 years to cleanse the river excrement. 

“We all want clean water, but we also 
want empathy for the 80-year-old woman 
living in a farmhouse who can’t afford to 
replace a septic system,” says Mower County 
Commissioner Tony Bennett. 

The county could raise taxes to offset 
the costs, but soil and water conservation 
manager Justin Hanson doesn’t think the 
board carries a “strong appetite” for that. 

A few years ago, Mower received grant 
money from the Clean Water Fund to 
make visual inspections for the tell-tale 
signs of bubbling excrement. Replacing 
those problem tanks has been an ongo¬ 
ing struggle. 

The Walton League’s Don Arnosti knows 
they’re trying, but he wants things sped up. 
Bottom line, he says, people have a right 
to human-poop-free rivers. 


“It has been 46 years since it’s been 
flat-out illegal to flush your toilet into 
the surface water,” Arnosti says. “It’s the 
county’s responsibility to have up-to-date 
waste systems.” 

MPC A watershed manager Bill Thomp¬ 
son sees both sides of the argument. Yes, 
Mower has already made progress. And, 
yes, that progress could be accelerated. The 


thing is, this isn’t just a Mower County issue. 
You can find the same bacterial problems 
across southern Minnesota. The state is 
offering 10-year loans of up to $14,000, 
but there’s no inexpensive fix. 

So while people can ask their govern¬ 
ment to guarantee clean water, they’ll still 
have to convince their neighbors to pay for 

it. -HANNAH JONES

Don in Duluth 

Trump is no friend to the North Country 


ometimes metaphor, man, and 
myth arrive one right after the 
other. 

This past weekend, a taconite 
ship ran aground in Duluth Harbor, nearly 
crashing right into the Canal Park sea¬ 
wall. The name of this ill-fated ship? 
American Spirit. 

The symbolism was hard to miss, for, 
the same week, the Lake Superior port 
city was to receive another patriotic vessel 
on an ill-plotted course through ever- 
shallower waters. Ostensibly in support of 
GOP congressional candidate Pete Stauber, 
Donald Trump will hold a campaign event 
in Duluth tonight. It is, in fact, an event 
in support of Donald Trump, who will 
happily tell everyone how great things 
are (very great!) and who they should 
thank (you get one guess). 

Buffer the bluster. Here are a half- 
dozen reasons why Trump is more foe 
than friend to that region and its people. 

LABOR: Mines gave northern Minne¬ 
sotans jobs, but it was unions that won 
wages to lift them out of poverty. The 
Trump administration is decidedly 
pro-CEO (see: his tax bill slashing the 
corporate income tax by 40 percent) 
and openly hostile to workers. In Feb¬ 
ruary 2017, Vice President Mike Pence 
met with Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker 
to plot taking union-killing “right-to- 
work” laws national. Last fall, Trump’s 
Department of Labor snuffed out a 
union-led board to advise the feds on 
necessary safety measures for work¬ 
ers in the field. Because in Trump’s 
America, the only thing that deserves 
safety is profit margins. 


ENVIRONMENT: These days, the North 
Country’s outdoors employs far more 
people than its mines. Trump, the 
ultimate indoorsman, trusts scientific 
“input” from Fox News, the business¬ 
men who golf his courses, and, as it turns 
out, from anyone who gives his daughter 
a house. After the election, the Chilean 
billionaire owner of Antofagasta mining 
group bought a $5.5 million house in 
Washington, D.C. and leased it to Ivanka 
Trump and Jared Kushner. This spring, 
Trump’s Interior Department reinstated 
canceled leases for Twin Metals, Antofa¬ 
gasta’s proposed Minnesota copper- 
nickel mine. If acid backwash ruins 
the Boundary Waters, maybe Ivanka 
and Jared will show up with mops and 
sponges. 

CANADA: Our neighbors to the north 
stubbornly refuse to admit to a “trade 
deficit”... which Trump, in a private 
meeting with Republican donors, 
admitted he simply made up. (There’s 
actually a $2 billion surplus running the 
other way.) No matter; Trump wants 
to tax Canadian steel and aluminum 
and set off a tariff slap-fight. That’s 
especially bad news for Duluth, where 
about a third of port traffic is bound for 
Canada. Minnesota sends grain and tac¬ 
onite north, and in return, gets products 
Canada’s now threatening to tax right 
back. Among them: Canadian whiskey, 
including Fireball, Minnesota’s most- 
consumed hard liquor. 

STEEL: Trump’s trade war certainly 
looks like old-fashioned patriotic pro¬ 
tectionism. (Though some of the steel 


we import from Canada comes from 
hundreds of millions’ worth of Minne¬ 
sota iron exported to Canada; see how 
that works?) But be warned: The Trump 
Organization might not be first in line 
to buy American. Just a decade ago, 
Trump built a hotel in Las Vegas with 
Chinese steel, and outfitted another in 
Chicago with Chinese aluminum. The 
president’s cynical attempt to “save” 
American manufacturing is only neces¬ 
sary because financiers like him turned 
their backs on it to save money. 

OPIOID INACTION: In St. Louis 
County, where the president’s visit¬ 
ing today, heroin and opioid overdose 
deaths more than doubled from 2011 
to 2015, and most of the county’s 144 
overdoses last year occurred in Duluth. 
Trump knows just what this crisis 
needs: a border wall, deportations, 
kicking people off Medicaid, and the 
death penalty for drug dealers, just a 
few of the ideas he floated in a ram¬ 
bling speech in March. Those, and 
“really great advertising,” which he 
swears would convince people never to 
try drugs in the first place. To Trump, 
addiction isn’t a public health crisis. It’s 
a marketing opportunity to prove “Just 
Say No” needed better posters. 

THE ELITE’S ELITE: Northern Min¬ 
nesotans were supposed to like Trump 
because he shot them straight and 
wasn’t a “D.C. insider,” like Hillary 
Clinton. They got something different 
all right. Gone is the petty corruption 
inherent in bureaucracy. In its place 
is something humble, hard-working

northern Minnesotans probably hate 
even more: Wall Street fat cats. His 
cabinet secretaries criss-cross the 
country in private jets and spend 
seven figures redecorating their 
offices. EPA Director Scott Pruitt hired 
his disgraced banker friend to turn 
“Superfund” environmental clean-up 
sites into a developers’ sweepstakes. 
Jared Kushner takes lunches with 
hedge fund billionaires, while Don Jr. 
and Ivanka strike business deals with 
China. Trump’s consumer “protection” 
board is standing up for payday lenders 
and Wall Street speculators. Mean¬ 
while, the guy in charge keeps taking 
golf trips on the company credit card, 
only the “business” is the United States’ 
budget, and the golf course is usually 
one he owns. 

Expect Trump to bring up any or all of the 
above topics in his speech in Duluth. And 
to lie about them, to brag about all he’s 
done, to tell these downtrodden people 
how lucky they are to have him. They need 
him as much as they need a ship stuck in 
the harbor. 03

‘Danger & Eggs’ 


How a queer- 
friendly cartoon 
from Minneapolis 
shook up kids’ TV 
and won itself 
an Emmy

B igotry, it’s been said, is a failure of imagi¬ 
nation. 

Could the antidote be a daredevil girl 
and a nervous egg named Phillip? 

DD Danger and her ovular friend spend 
their days in Chickenpaw Park, tumbling 
through adventures faster than DD’s daredevil dad—slung 
up in traction and muffled by a too-big neck brace—can 
squeak out an objection. 

Mostly, DD leads the charge, while Phillip, wearing 
knee and elbow pads and yellow rubber gloves, tries to 
stave off catastrophe. They travel down the “Tube of Pain” 
waterslide and encounter a boy who’s been missing for 
25 years; they outwit a rogue satellite that wants to trap 
and keep them as friends; they evade the drooling office 
zombies of the “Parks and Paperwork Department.” 

They find ridiculous and hilarious ways of getting in 
and out of trouble. They also tackle topics of gender and 


identity better than any cartoon characters, and maybe 
any television characters, period. 

Danger St Eggs, the Emmy Award-winning cartoon 
conceived and mostly produced in the Twin Cities, sends 
forth unbridled creativity to counter narrow-minded 
prejudice. In this universe, colorful characters defy 
categorization and dodge labels like so many mutant 
plants in the underworld beneath Chickenpaw Park. 

Among the queer-friendly cameos are non-binary Milo, 
who uses they/them pronouns and is voiced by agender 
model Tyler Ford; corporate raider Jim, who has two 
dads; and a transgender girl named Zadie, voiced by teen 
trans activist Jazz Jennings. 

Each is presented without comment or fanfare. You’ll 
find nary a whiff of morality play sanctimony. 

“I think a lot of the time, the after-school-special version 
comes off as really educational because the straight, 
cisgender creators who made that episode just got an 
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education,” says Shadi Petosky, co-creator 
of the show. “So they're translating. They're 
trying to take that education and then put 
it into a story.” 

Danger St Eggs, which won a Daytime 
Emmy this year for outstanding directing in 
an animated program, was created, directed, 
voiced, and produced by a remarkably 
diverse, inclusive team of LGBTQ artists. 
For Petosky, herself a transgender writer, 
the show isn’t a translation; it’s a faithful 
reflection.

P etosky’s studio, Puny, started in 
Minneapolis in 2007, contribut¬ 
ing animation bits to the wildly 
popular show Yo Gabba Gabba! 
With Puny on the radar of larger pro¬ 
duction companies, Petosky and Danger 
St Eggs co-creator Mike Owens had the 
chance to pitch other shows. 

Owens brought in the idea of an adult 
cartoon called Phillip the Safety Egg, and 
Puny partnered with local improv group 
Splendid Things to turn it into a short, 
five-minute pilot. In the film, the FDA 
approves an experimental growth hormone 
for livestock to help fight hunger. The 
result is a giant chicken who wreaks havoc 
on its city, and whose son, Phillip, dashes 
around to fix the damage. 

The concept as a show for mature 
audiences never got traction with 
networks. So Puny reimagined Phillip 
as the star of a kids’ show. 

'We pitched that around to networks for 
about five years, constantly revamping it 
and trying to make it better,” says Petosky. 
They added a sidekick and best friend 
for Phillip. They developed a story that 
would also convey the perspective of queer 
youth. After several failed developments 
with other networks, Amazon agreed to 
option it in 2014.

It was a bold concept: a show with queer 
themes and LGBTQ characters geared 
toward kids in the 6-11 age range. 

“It’s still really taboo to show queer 
people in children’s media,” says Leigh 
Luna, a graduate of Minneapolis College 
of Art and Design and a bisexual, Latinx 
colorist for Danger St Eggs. Amazon 
was already cutting a new path with 
Transparent, its show about a parent 
who transitions later in life. “It was easier 
to slide Danger in there and have it fit 
comfortably,” says Luna, but that would 
not have been as easy to do with more 
mainstream channels. 

Luna remembers how her favorite 
cartoon, Sailor Moon, was censored for 
North American audiences: A lesbian 
couple was re-written as a pair of cousins. 
(The prudishness backfired when some 
of the couple’s flirtation slipped past the 
censors, creating a vaguely incestuous 
rapport.) LGBTQ representation on TV 
has expanded since then, but gender and 
sexuality are still largely cordoned off as 
grown-up concepts. 

“It was something we really wanted 
to show in Danger St Eggs,” says Petosky. 
“These friendships and relationships that 
didn’t have anything to do with sex. But 
sexuality manifests at such a young age. 
Gender identity manifests at such a young 
age. We wanted to show the hallmarks 
of queer youth before sex really enters 
the picture.” 

When Petosky was young, she watched 
Jem St the Holograms and Thundercats. 

“I liked bright, colorful, relationship- 
based shows,” she says. “You see that 
reflected in Danger St Eggs and Yo Gabba 
Gabba! and a lot of the work that Puny 
has done: very bright, some would say 
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$500 Visa gift card!

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even psychedelic sometimes, and it’s so 
much about relationships and feelings 
and anxiety—all things that I think a lot 
of queer people are really in touch with.” 

Perhaps the most colorful episode 
centers on the Pride festival in Chickenpaw 
Park. It is the last episode of the season— 
maybe ever, if the show isn’t renewed— 
and it’s called “Chosen Family.” Zadie, a 
transgender girl, explains what that term 
means: “You just have a really close friend 
who loves and supports you as much as 
family would,” Zadie says. “Sometimes 
more than some families would.” 

The designers modeled the Chickenpaw 
Pride Festival in that episode after the Twin 
Cities Pride Festival in LoringPark, largely 
because it’s such a family-friendly event. 

“I think Minneapolis is the only city, 
Pride-wise, of the 10 or so I’ve been to, 
that is so family-inclusive,” says Luna. 
“L.A. Pride is a great party, but it’s not 
something you necessarily want to bring 
your kid to.” 

Petosky, who now lives in Los Angeles, 
says she always brings her family back 
for Twin Cities Pride and this year will 
be no exception. 

“I march with my kids every year,” she 
says. “Families and playgrounds and drag 
queens in the sun. I always feel like a drag 
queen who can keep it together in the sun 
is the most powerful person on Earth.”

E ach episode of Danger St Eggs 
includes a few overtly teachable 
moments, but there are dozens 
of subtler ways it challenges 

viewers. 

In the first episode, DD sits on a park 
bench next to Phillip. Phillip has just 
spent the episode trying to sort out if his 
appreciation for broccoli means he’s a 
grown-up. His introspection hasn’t led 
him to any firm conclusions, so he decides 
not to care. 

“Don’t you wanna know what you are?” 
asks DD, voiced by Aidy Bryant of SNL fame. 

“I’m a curious expert with changing 
taste,” Phillip replies. 

“Great!” says DD. 'You do you.” 

Just like that, Danger St Eggs gives its 
stamp of approval to limbo—between being a 
kid and an adult, between labels of all kinds. 
It doesn’t call on you to dismantle social 
structures built on harmful binary thinking. 
It shows you an egg with spindly arms and 
legs, struggling with the uncertainty of 
who he is. 

“That is a deeply queer theme, the idea 
of identity and labels,” says Petosky. “It’s so 
put upon us all the time. With trans folks, 
it’s like, are you trans enough? If you really 
look like a cis woman, you’re considered 
to be trying too hard and desperate. If you

don’t follow those beauty standards, then 
you’re seen as not trying hard enough. It’s 
really a lose-lose. 

“It’s been great for me in my life and 
for some of my friends to not feel like 
they have to label themselves,” Petosky 
continues. “To allow them to have fluidity 
and to have lived experiences that allow 
them to change and grow and explore 
possibilities. That’s an important thing 
for growth—to understand that how we 
identify ourselves as children and teens 
doesn’t have to be it for us. Queer people 
really have to think about that a lot, but 
it’s a pretty universal experience.” 

Since winning the Emmy, Petosky 
(who described the award as “like a suit 
of armor, it feels like things can’t hurt 
me”) and the rest of the crew have been 
in a holding pattern about the future of 
Danger St Eggs. Some have moved on to 
other projects; Petosky is working on a 
show called Twelve Forever, coming to 
Netflix in 2019. It’s about a girl named 
Reggie who doesn’t want to grow up. She 
creates a fantasy world for herself where 
she can stay in limbo. 

But the legacy of Danger St Eggs lives 
on—as a show that includes LGBTQ 
characters in an unprecedented way, as 
a show that embraces yet transcends the 
“queer cartoon” label. Petosky says they 
weren’t trying to create a show for “this 
gender or this age.” Danger and Eggs is 
for everyone, young and old, queer and 
straight—anyone ready to open up to a 
new way of thinking about who we are. 

'Who is the real you?” DD asks BLIP, the 
wayward satellite in the second episode. 

“I—I don’t know,” BLIP replies. 

Phillip holds up a knowing finger and 
smiles: “I always say, identity takes time.”03

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A ROOM OF THEIR OWN 

In a sea of Twin Cities gay bars, why isn’t there a space for queer women?

"W" f iconic British novelist Virginia Woolf 
I came to Minneapolis to attend Pride, 
I what might she say about our lack of 
A consistent public gathering places 
for queer women? 

Sure, the bisexual Woolf, a queer liter¬ 
ary icon whose landmark 1929 essay “A 
Room of One’s Own” became a feminist 
touchstone, died in 1941. But ask enough 
people around town who are intimately 
familiar with the gay scene, and you’ll 
soon find that the idea of a lesbian bar 
reappearing seems nearly as fantastical as 
the notion that Woolf might return from 
the afterlife to march down Hennepin 
Avenue in Saturday’s parade. 

That’s not for lack of apparent inter¬ 
est. The Twin Cities has one of the most 
robust LGBTQ populations in the country. 
We claim a number of gay bars, a handful 


of which have been around for decades 
(and are so popular with heterosexuals, 
to the dismay of some, that bachelorette 
parties are rampant). Yet if we’re such a 
queer-woman-friendly culture—accord¬ 
ing to The Advocate magazine, we even 
boast “no shortage of lesbian-centric bike 
events”—why doesn’t Minneapolis or 
St. Paul have a bar, cafe, coffeehouse, 
or designated socializing spot for queer 
women that’s not someone’s living room? 

This enigma is not unique to Min¬ 
neapolis/St. Paul. From Manhattan’s 
Meow Mix to Los Angeles’ Oxwood Inn, 
long-runninglesbianbars (the Oxwood 
opened in 1972 and closed just last year) 
are shuttering from coast to coast. Even 
in San Francisco, a city LIFE magazine 
nicknamed “The Gay Capital of the U.S.” 
in 1964, lost its last remaining lesbian 
bar, the Lexington Club, in 2015. 

“Dyke bars all across America have been 


closing for the last 15 years,” confirms 
Minneapolis bartender and blogger Ty 
Yule, who opened Pi Bar, Minneapolis’ 
most recent brick-and-mortar lesbian 
bar, in 2006. (It closed, to much lamen¬ 
tation, in 2008.) 

Somehow, this disappearing act doesn’t 
extend to gay bars for men. 

“In most cities, 'queer’ bars cater almost 
exclusively to gay men,” Minneapolis 
writer Krista Burton asserts in a 2017 
New York Times editorial titled “I Want 
My Lesbian Bars Back.” That’s not sim¬ 
ply an issue for the lesbian community, 
she suggests, but for anyone who iden¬ 
tifies as non-hetero on the increasingly 
vast spectrum of gender and sexuality. 
While broadening social acceptance may 
have weakened the vital social role of the 
lesbian bar, Burton muses, an essential 
mystery remains. 

“Since lesbian bars tend to absorb all 


the queers who aren’t gay men,” Burton 
writes, “and since more people than ever 
before are identifying as L.G.B.T.Q.I.A.+, 
don’t you think it’s kind of weird there 
are so few bars?” 

That does seem, well, weird. And 
yet Shannon, a drag cabaret performer 
known by their stage name Randy Dandy, 
suggests that the past two decades have 
seen a fairly radical cultural shift within 
the so-called lesbian community, which 
might account for the the loss of these 
defined gathering spaces. 

“In the early 2000s, people who identi¬ 
fied as lesbian began opening up to other 
identities,” says Shannon, who quips that 
their friends jokingly refer to them— 
they use gender-neutral, non-binary 
pronouns—as “the mayor of Gaytown.” 

Burton hypothesizes that broadening 
social acceptance of gay culture might be, 
ironically, one culprit. “As queer people 
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become normalized,” Burton writes, “have 
these tight-knit families and communi¬ 
ties once found in lesbian and gay bars 
just melted away into a puddle of casual 
societal acceptance?” 

Ty Yule seconds Burton’s idea. “For 
dykes, to have a meeting place used to 
be a life-saving necessity That solidarity 
was paramount to survival,” Yule says. As 
for why cisgender gay male bars thrive 
while lesbian spots wither, Yule, who is a 
trans man, is blunt: “Men will always go 
to bars and pay for drinks to find people 
to have sex with,” he laughs. 

Tucked into Minneapolis’ quiet Seward 
neighborhood, Pi Bar was a friendly, 
inclusive spot that became the de facto 
community center for the local lesbian 
community. From trivia and movie nights 
to karaoke and food—the “Mozzarella 
Lady Fingers” were apparently semi¬ 
legendary—Pi Bar covered a lot of bases. 

“I hear a lot of people say, T miss Pi 
Bar. I wish it was still around,”’ says Ms. 
Valor, one of the three-woman crew who 
currently runs Soul Friday, the Twin Cit¬ 
ies’ longest-runningrovingdance party 
for queer women. The event kicked off 
at Pi Bar a decade ago. 

“Soul Friday was a response to not 
having one location for queer women 
to gather,” says Ms. Valor. She remem¬ 
bers the 1990s as a very different time. 
“That was a hot time in the scene,” she 
adds, recalling spots like Club Metro and 
Lucy’s in St. Paul, both of which closed 
in the early 2000s. 

Prior to Soul Friday, Twilight, which 
opened in 2002, held the lesbian dance- 
party longevity torch, welcoming a spec¬ 
trum of queer women before the term 
“cisgender” hit the streets. It celebrated 
its final night at Dinkytown’s Kitty Cat 
Klub in late 2011. 

As the queer female community evolves, 
so too do these dance events. ‘You notice,” 
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says Shannon, “that none of these nights 
are described as lesbian’ nights.” 

Soul Friday, for example, is “a space 
for queer women and people of color 
that celebrates our lives and our exis¬ 
tence,” explains Ms. Valor. With its mix of 
hip-hop, R&B, and world music spun by 
resident and guest D Js, “it’s a really fun, 
celebratory space with a community feel.” 

“Every month, someone approaches 
me and expresses gratitude for us being 
there,” Ms. Valor reflects. “We’ve kept 
going with it so long because there’s such 
a need for it.” 

Grrrl Scout is another dance event 
that “strives to create safe and inclusive 
spaces” for queer women and trans and 
non-binary people. In an emailed state¬ 
ment, the Grrrl Scout team suggested 
that the lack of a bar for queer women 
could be chalked up to “a combination 
of lifestyle and economics,” including 
gentrification and the marginalization 
of queer community members as well as 
the notion that “queer women are often 
known to go out less than gay men.” 

So, where’s a queer girl or genderqueer 
person to go? 

With Pride around the corner, don’t 
despair. Soul Friday will be at Icehouse on 
Friday, Grrrl Scout’s fifth annual Summer 
Camp Pride Party comes to the Cabooze 
on Saturday, and both crews are known 
for putting on some serious parties. And 
if you’re not in a dancing mood, why not 
keep it classic and head to Minneapolis’ 
oldest gay bar, right around the corner 
from Pride epicenter Loring Park? 

The friendly spirit of the 19 Bar, a lov¬ 
able brick-walled dive that’s been going 
strong since 1952, might be best summed 
up by this Yelp reviewer: “I like it here 
because it’s casual, gay, and even though 
it’s male-dominated, nobody’s ever been 
a prick to me for being a gay girl in a gay 
man’s world.” S3

Hotel Artemis has a killer cast and no sense of humor

D ecent drinkinggame: Get abotde 
of something potent, and take a 
hit off it every tim e Hotel Artemis 
reminds you of John Wick. 
Better drinkinggame: Just do some shots 
and rewatch John Wick. (For maximum 
enjoyment, fast-forward past the dog- 
murder stuff) 

In fairness, Hotel Artemis is more than 
a John Wick knockoff It’s a hodgepodge 
of cinematic tropes and callbacks, blended 
up and reconstituted into some partially 
hydrogenated brick of movie product. 

The semi-intriguingconcept sounds like 
it was improvised by a loopy teenager in 
one breathless run-on sentence. The Hotel 
Artemis is a combination safe house/hospital 
for criminals, and on the night that water- 
shortage riots in near-future Los Angeles 
threaten to overrun the city, the hotel 
becomes the gathering place for a cadre 
of outlaws all seeking the sci-fi medical 
treatment of an agoraphobic nurse who 
isn’t aware one of her clients is there to 
assassinate another. 

Jodie Foster—billed simply as the Nurse— 
is the lynchpin of the ensemble, holding 
down the high-tech fort with only the help 


of her mountainous concierge and hospital 
orderly, Everest (movie MVP Dave Bautista). 

The underworld characters she connects, 
known by tropical-themed aliases like 
Aculpulco and Waikiki, include a steely bank 
robber (Sterling K. Brown) and his injured 
brother ( Atlanta’s Brian lyree Henry), a 
motormouthed arms dealer (Charlie Day), 
a sexy contract killer (Sofia Boutella), and 
the mysterious criminal mastermind who 
owns the hotel. 

If you do feel compelled to see Hotel 
Artemis, at least avoid looking at the cast 
list ahead of time—the reveal of the actor 
playing the hotel’s owner is one of the film’s 
most pleasant surprises. 

Not that the rest of the cast isn’t game. 
Aside from the awkwardly vampingBoutella 
and a miscast Charlie Day, it’s a killer lineup. 
The overqualified Foster is excellent, of 
course, and her personal reclusiveness adds 
a layer of depth to her character’s refusal 
to leave the hotel. Brown’s cerebral cool 
is formidable, Henry brings soulfulness 
to what could be a throwaway part, and 
Zachary Quinto plays the crime boss’ son as 
a bumbling, approval-craving Don Jr. type. 

Yet Iron Man 3 writer and first-time 
director Drew Pearce defies mathematics 
by arriving at a sum less than the total of

the parts. No one of Hotel Artemis’ various 
interwoven storylines is particularly inspired 
or allotted enough screen time to exist as 
more than a sketch. The whole thing snaps 
together like cheap Swedish furniture, 
functional but inelegant. 

The noirish set design is familiar but not 
evocative. The water shortage subplot hints 
at the pulp populist propaganda of early 
John Carpenter yet never rises above plot 
device. A couple of solid fight scenes are 
barely enough to qualify it as an action movie. 
Hotel Artemis suffers by comparison to its 
inspirations in nearly every instance. 

The most obvious comparison being to 
John Wick, with its Continental hotel. But 
whereas the John Wick movies play the 
concept of a hotel for hitmen as an entree 
into an even nuttier mythology about avast, 
interconnected cabal of assassins, Hotel 
Artemis fusses over its rules of order strictly 
as scaffolding for the storyline. 

Hotel Artemis defies any attempt to lean 
into its summer-matinee silliness. It fronts 
a high concept but fails to even make good 
on lowbrow thrills. G3

Classical Actors Ensemble is providing 
a fine opportunity with an outdoor produc¬ 
tion of Romeo and Juliet 

Vitamin D isn’t the only reason to see 
Shakespeare in the park. The open-air, 
open-admission setting brings the Bard 
down to earth. Shakespeare sometimes 
seems like a chore—but not for the bikers, 
dog-walkers, and picnickers who stumbled 
upon Romeo and Juliet at the Lake Harriet 
Rose Garden on Friday night and spontane¬ 
ously took seats to enjoy the show. Even a 
boy who looked to be about eight years old 
sat transfixed for two hours, sharing a bag 
of popcorn with his grown-ups. 

Productions of Romeo and Juliet are like 
weddings: fancy clothes and elaborate set¬ 
tings are nice bonuses, but the bottom line 
is that if you believe the couple are truly 
in love, you’ll enjoy yourself. If you don’t, 
you won’t. Here, director Joseph Papke has 
paired an endearingly twitterpated couple 
in Mike Tober and Emma VanVactor-Lee. 

The pair’s chemistry is on lock from their 
first shared scene, when they meet at a party. 
VanVactor-Lee leaps up to grab Tober’s face 
for an enthusiastic, totally teenage liplock. 
'You kiss by the book,” she giggles in a voice 
that suggests she might have some other 
volumes for him to peruse. 

Papke doesn’t particularly concern his 
cast with extracting every ounce of mean¬ 
ing from the text. They know they’ve got to

reach those curious onlookers in the back, 
and thus adopt an accessible, conversational 
style. It keeps the focus on the plot and on 
the emotional stakes, which are always clear. 

The actors also have fun with audience 
interactions in a setting where the fourth 
wall is actually a low rope they can hop 
across when they need to hide from their 
rivals, consult with onlookers, or just find 
someone to hold their wine bottle while 
they dance. As is the company’s wont, they 
add zest to the proceedings with perfor¬ 
mances of pop songs, including a concluding 
Abbey Road moment that shouldn’t work, 
but totally does. 

Beyond the star-crossed couple, cast 
standouts include Tyler Stamm, whose 
charismatic and wild-haired performance 
suggests what it might have looked like if a 
young Bill Murray had given the Mercutio 
role a shot; Alan Tilson, whose exasperated 
Friar Laurence seems to wish he could be 
excluded from this narrative; and Jacob 
Hooper, who gets a lot of comic mileage 
out of the illiterate Peter. 

After an adorably giddy balcony scene, 
VanVactor-Lee and Tober convincingly turn 
to lament when their families’ deadly rivalry 
scotches their hopes of a happy marriage. 
Their youthful mien lends a particular poi- 
gnance to the play’s end. They were just a 
couple of kids who wanted to dance, drink, 
and make out in the park. So relatable. 03

On Alien Fantasy, Dennis discover a new galaxy of emotion

K atie Bolin picks up an incandes¬ 
cent 12-pound ball and pitches 
it down the lane. She watches, 
body locked, as it swerves toward 
the gutter, clipping only the leftmost pin 
before disappearing into the disco-lit pit. 

An onscreen animation mocks her, but 
the singer for the DIY Minneapolis pop 
group Dennis shrugs it off and darts her 
fingertip toward the pile of chicken tenders 
on our table. 

“Wait!” 

Atbandmate Sarah Morrison’s insistence, 
Bolin stops. Morrison plops her purse on 
her lap, unzips it, and produces a packet 
of McDonald’s hot mustard. Bolin squeals 
with glee. The sauce, discontinued by Micky 
D’s in 2015, is only broken out for special 
occasions. 

This is a special occasion. 

Dennis are not only celebrating the 
completion of their sophomore LP, Alien 
Fantasy, but their triumph over pessimism. 
The band’s 2014 debut, Don’t Fall in Love, 
was a rebellious dismissal of all things 
romantic, sounding halfway between a 


16-bit Passion Pit demo and a lost Britney 
Spears revenge album. 

“There’s so much bullshit when you’re 
dating,” Bolin says. “Dating sucks. It’s really 
hard and weird to connect. That’s where 
that album came from.” 

Four years later, Bolin is in the best rela¬ 
tionship of her life. No near-gutterball can

tain Bolin’s emotions—the only way she 
could think to express how good she feels 
was via an intergalactic space odyssey. 

“It’s a real snapshot of being really, super 
in love,” Bolin says of Alien Fantasy. “A lot 
of the songs that are like, 'Holy shit, blissed 
out, I’m in love.’ I was really feeling that.” 

Bolin’s interstellar journey begins on the 
title track. “Alien Fantasy” was the first song 
she wrote for the record, and the trappings 
ofyoung, untested love are alive in its frantic 
pulses and video game sound effects, as 
Bolin wonders whether the way she feels 
even exists or if it’s a mirage projected by 


an extraterrestrial life form. 

On “Another World,” Bolin probes the 
cosmos in search of an answer to that 
query, and on “Nu Galaxy” she arrives at 
her destination. Awash in waves of synth 
and whispered melodies, Bolin ceases her 
search, content to never fully understand 
the world she now inhabits. 

IT’S MORRISON’S TURN on the lane, and 
she lobs a pink ball down the planks with 
Daria-like detachment Before it even reaches 
the pins, she’s back at the table pouring 
herself another Summit out of the pitcher. 

Morrison was Bolin’s writing partner 
on Don’t Fall in Love. Both had given up 
on Tinder and clumsy happy-hour set-ups, 
absconding instead to Bolin’s bedroom, 
where they spun their disenchantment 
with men into cathartic jams. Helping Bolin 
channel her cosmic love into music has 
allowed Morrison to overcome her previ¬ 
ous resistance to earworm pop. 

“I’ve started to appreciate what a catchy 
hook can do,” Morrison says. “Listening 
to more to pop music, I realize it doesn’t 
all need to be surface-level fluff. It can say 
something.”

The Midwest has a strange relationship 
with pop music. As Bolin notes, much of 
the audience for Top 40 pop lives in the 
heartland, but artists in this region are 
geographically and often aesthetically far 
removed from the industry that produces 
that music. Dennis wants to be the home¬ 
grown option for pop fans. 

At least Bolin does, though Morrison is 
increasingly on board with that mission. 
The bassist’s major contribution to Alien 
Fantasy is the love song “Spells.” It’s an 
entrancing turn for the usually dour Mor¬ 
rison, who admits she isn’t as lucky in love 
as Bolin. But she swallows her cynicism, 
singing through a wall of Auto-Tune to 
promise a bygone love that she’ll return 
to win them back. 

“I’m just happy to be part of her vision,” 
Morrison says, glancingBolin’s way. Bolin 
drags a chicken strip through the hot mus¬ 
tard and throws her compatriot a grateful 
smile. 

IT'S BEEN A DISAPPOINTING, sub-100 
game for everyone except Nigel Carleton, the 
25-year-old drummer that Bolin and Mor¬ 
rison adore and revere in equal measures. 
Carleton changes out of his bowling shoes 
and leads the party over to the air hockey 
tables. He picks up a felt-bottomed striker 
and challenges Bolin to a game before shyly 
admitting that he’s never played before. 

Carleton’s been a part of Dennis for 
three years now, playing synth and sam¬ 
pler along with his electronic drum kit. 
Though younger than his bandmates (and 
a horrendous air hockey competitor—Bolin 
mollywhops him to the tune of 5-1), he’s been 
agroundingforce for the ever-evolvingband. 

Carleton’s presence is felt most force¬ 
fully in the live show, but his fingerprints 
are all over “I Could Never Let You Go,” 
the Haim-like closer of Alien Fantasy. It’s 
by far the most conventional song Dennis 
has yet produced, and Carleton’s bouncy 
fills carry it from verse to bridge to chorus. 
Bolin has also sweetened Carleton on pop 
music with her unflinching love of Britney 
Spears, Kesha, and Ace of Base. 

“A song that has a basic verse-chorus- 
verse structure, that used to be really taboo,” 
Carleton says. “That’s what attracts me to 
playing in this band. We’re just like, 'We’re 
gonna take this totally punk approach to 
what we have, we’re not gonna overproduce 
it, but it still has that infectious atmosphere.’” 

Bolin has christened Dennis’ mishmash 
of a zero-consequence electropop sound 
and low-budget DIY ethos “ratpop”—and 
with a genre tag like that, it’s hard to be too 
earnest about anything. After all, this is a 
band that was invented in GarageBand, that 
got its start gigging at house shows with a 
repertoire of Madonna-influenced tunes. 

And if Bolin is right and this world is 
indeed just some simulation devised by a
